If Germany has done firing on non- 
combatants without notification she wi'll have to answer for it.

and was taken away. The Lord Chief 
ustice gave Mrs. Lynch permisison to

tence will probably be reduced to a 
term of imprisonment, about ten years, 
by the King, as Ireland will be thrown 
into a state of red hot indignatioh 
should the prisoner be executed.

SAME CONDITIONS 


That Obtained in Cuba Preceding the 


War are Seen In Venezuela. 


Washington, Jan. 23—Germany's ac- 


tion in maintaining her belligerent at- 
titude in Venezuela is arousing the 
most unfavorable comment In Wash- 
ington. 
The repetition of the bom- 


bardment of Fort San Carlos at this 
time, when through the swd offices of 
the United States a peaceful settle- 
ment was well under way, is regarded 
as an affront to us. It is openly assert- 
ed by many officials who have hither- 
to maintained a conservative silence 
that the time has come to cry halt! 
The more so as English public opinion 
has been so frankly expressed in favor 
of withdrawal from the objectionable 
alliance at the first emphatic sign of 
disapproval from the Washington gov- 
ernment, with whose tacit consent she 
entered upon 
the peaceful blockade. 


That Germany has passfd the limit of 
what the United States agreed to allow 
the Powers to do in South America Is 
admitted. 


A prominent offica/l of tne govern- 


ment whose attitude has hitherto been 
one of hopefulness now sees clouds on 
the horizon and it is thought voiced 
the opinion of the administration when 
he said: 


"The situation in South America has 


become identical with that which ex- 
isted in the West Indies in 1898, when 
be United States stepped in. In both 
cases we have the spectacle of a for- 
eign nation conducting futile belliger- 
ent operations in pur immediate neigh- 
borhood with the effect of ruining Am- 
erica's trade, and endangering the lives 
of our citizens. If the condition Spain 
created in Cuba was bad enough to 
justify the intervention of the United 
States we have the same good grounds 
for inetrfering with Germany's "destruc- 
tive policy in Venezuela today." 


A cablegram has been received here 


from Mr. Russell, -American charge d'- 
affaires at Caracas, confirming

ness of an iniqu ^ous partisan measure 
passed by the Republicans in the last 
Legislature is coming to light.
